TOURS COLONY 

We walked about the colony 
before we left, seeing the new 
chickens and preparations for oth- 
ers; going through the citrus 
groves; looking at the vegetable 
gardens with their marvelous big 
carrots and turnips and other 
vegetables. 

It is a good life and a solid one. 
It had been taking root since 1933 
and no wind of policies or violence 
will tear them up. They are there 
to stay, made strong by faith and, 
most of all, by work. 

Going back down the shaded 
lane to the highway I knew I 
would never forget Ramot-Has- 
havin and its people. The transla- 
tion of it, “The Heights of The Re- 
turning,” was not merely sym- 
bolic. 

By their work they had attained 
real heights in’ making two suc- 
cessful lives, one in the old Eu- 
rope, another—the more difficult 
—in the new Palestine. 

William Stern had said that his 
daughter attended an agricultural 
school. I knew such schools for 
young men. But for girls—? There 
was one nearby. 


At Ayanot (Springs) Agricul- 


tural school for girls, we climbed | 


stairways to the flat roof over one 
wing of the main building. Found- 
ed in 1929 it had achieved the ap- 
pearance and productivity of a 
farm much longer established. 


RUN BY GIRLS 

Girls ran it. They worked with 
tractors. They cleaned the stables, 
milked the cows, fed them, learned 
about butter fat content and so 
on. They cared for the poultry, 
the gardens, the bees and the fruit 
orchards. There were something 
more than 100 acres. They did 
the work of planting, tilling and 
harvesting. 

A rather remarkable woman, 
Miss Zipora Ridelson, talked of the 
girls who had come from the con- 
centration camps, from the parti- 
San groups of Greece and Yugo- 
slavia; of the girls from Syria and 
of Polish refugees from Iran. 
There had been difficulties of ad- 
justment, but they were all at 
work and they had, somehow, rid 
themselves of most of their fears 
and terror. Work and the chal- 
lenging promise.of Palestine was 
the answer. 

There were other days and oth- 
er colonies. I remember one of 
them best of all because of the 
red-headed, blue-eyed, grinning 
Ukrainian who was its chairman. 
There I saw families from Ro- 
mania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Greece, 
Belgium and Italy. I saw them at 
work in the fields and shops, in 
the laundry, in the nursery and 
at meals and at play. The mem- 
bers had been there since 1932. 
MARSHES DRAINED 

When they came they had no 
road.

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The UNO Is Winning Out 


The Russian-Iranian deadlock, while 
still serious, seems in the process of being 
s0lved. 


While Soviet Ambassador Gromyko 
continues to boycott the meetings of the 
United Nations Security Council, the Rus- 
sian reply to the Council’s request for 
clarification of the issue was definitely 
conciliatory in tone. 

Coming, as it did, on the heels of Rus- 
Sias sizable monetary contribution to 
UNO support—the first major power to do 
S0, incidentally—yesterday’s answer seems 
to give definite proof, not only that the 
Russians are still very much a member of 
the United Nations, but that they feel a re- 
sponsibility toward the organization. 

The Iranian reply, meanwhile, was such 
as to indicate that the conflict not only can 
be, but is being, settled. Iranian Ambassa- 


dor Ala agreed to withdraw all charges if 
Russian troops are withdrawn from his 
country by May 6. And all reports are to 
the effect that the Russians are already 
leaving with the greatest possible speed 
and that they will be gone long before the 
lenient deadline. 

It is, of course, quite possible that the 
Russian negotiations for oil rights in the 
little nation were predicated to some de- 
gree on the Soviet forces stationed there. 
But, now that his hand has been called, 
Stalin will doubtless resort to other means 
of obtaining the concessions to which, in 
all candor, he has as much right as other 
foreign powers. 

The important thing is that the UNO is 
winning its first test. 

Having established a precedent in this 
case, it will have easier going in the future. 


Memphis 3,000-Car Municipal Garage 


In Nashville, several private parking 
_farages are being constructed in the down- 
town area They will house an aggregate 
of several thousand cars. 

In another Tennessee metropolis, on 
the other hand, a $1,000,000 garage is 
under ‘consideration. -. Memphis officials 
are plarining a three-story, 3,000-car ca- 
pacity underground parking facility to be 
located in the business district. 


Yet, in neither Nashville nor Memphis, 
say those who have recently visited both 
cities, is the parking problem as critical 
as Atlanta's. 

We would prefer to see private inter- 
ests solve Atlanta’s need for additional ga- 
rage space, as is currently being done in 
Nashville. But if they are unable to do so, 
then let us not hesitate to follow Mem- 
phis’ example.

There is before Congress a maternal 
and child welfare act. It provides for an 
appropriation of about $100,000,000—less 
than we spent on a small part of the 
business of war. It will provide a ten-year 
expansion of state health programs, to im- 
prove the welfare of American mothers 
and children. It is not in any sense social- 
ized medicine, being administered by the 
various state health departments as now 
constituted. 

Let PTA groups, churches and various 
organizations and individuals interested 
in children learn about Senate Bill 1318, 
House Bill 3922, and write their Congress- 
men.

Modern 
Greek Tragedy 


Greece’s elections were a farce—as they were 
foredoomed to be. 
Only the Royalist party participated. 

_ Communism and all leftist groups, instead of having their posi- 
tion weakened, as some optimists announced, have been driven 
farther underground; their fanaticism has been increased. Greece 
is committed to accelerated guerilla warfare. 

It is entirely possible the election commissioners will declare 
the election “no election.” There was terror on both sides and 
murder. But the Royalist party, with the support of the army, 
had the most terror to apply. If the government is established by 
this election it will, of necessity, be the most harsh dictatorship, 
living by the sword. 

It is, of course, a tragic situation. The Greek people are a 
magnificent people. Their record during the German occupation is 
among the most heroic of all recorded history. They are caught 
now, as Iran is caught, in the struggle going on between Britain 
and Russia for position in the Middle East and the Mediterranean. 

Britain historically dominates the Mediterranean. Modern Greece 
has been tied by culture and economics to Britain... Now comes 
Russia seeking to usurp, or share with a view to ultimate usurpation, 
the British influence in the two closely related regions—the Medi- 
terranean and the Middle East. 

Britain, in Greece, finds herself placed on. the.side of kings 
while the tides of the world run against royalty of the sort Greece 
has known and will have again if the election is accepted and 
the plebiscite on the issue of the King’s return moved up as the 
victorious Royalist party demands. 

That is not a good position and Britain knows it. She is mightily 
uncomfortable about it but she cannot now change her course with- 
out losing everything. 


Russia The Soviet attempt to penetrate Britain’s long control 

“ of these regions is clear. In Iran, Russia wants oil and 
certainly does nothing to halt a revelt. There again conditions play 
into the Russian hands. A revolt has been long overdue. 

Turkey has had the squeeze put on her to allow the Soviets 
free access to the Dardanelles, plus a share in the control large 
enough to permit establishment of a Soviet fortress. In addition. 
the Soviets have demanded the return of the former Russian prov- 
inces of Kars and Ardahan and all of Turkish Armenia. 

Tracing out the Russian maneuvers to break Britain’s hold, one 
comes next to the Bulgarian demand for a part of Thracean Greece 
lying south of her border. Bulgaria, friendly to Russia, also threat- 
ens to demand the Turks. retire from old Constantinople—which 
means retirement from Europe. 

Next comes Greece. Grouped about Greece are Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia. In each of these the Russians are strongly 
favored. In Greece there is also a ready-made seat of trouble as 
Was the province of Azerbaijan in Iran. 

It is Macedonia—a bone the dogs of war have growled and 
fought over for centuries. 

Macedonia reaches between Albania and the Aegean Sea. It 
crosses Southern Yugoslavia, Northern Greece and Southwest Bul- 
garia. It has no definite borders. Its peoples are mixed and war- 
like. 

After the Greek-Turkish war of 1922 there was an exchange of 
populations. Half a million Greeks from Turkish Asia-Minor were 
settled in Greek Macedonia. 

They now have proclaimed themselves free and independent, 
demanding to be allowed to become a free state of the new Yugvo- 
slavian republic. Marshal Tito, head of the Yugoslav government, 
helps out by saying Greek Macedonians have persecuted Macde- 
donian Serbs in a ruthless manner and demands justice. 

There is the ready-made issue for a Russian foot in the door. 

What Russia wants here is no oil but the Greek-Macedonian port 
of Salonika. 

Russian activity in Egypt is enough to make that country most 
uncomfortable. 


Greece During the rather tough dictatorship of the Metaxas 

- government, over which the Greeks are badly split in 
opinion, the Communist and Socialist opposition was all but driven 
underground. 

It was this group which provided the core of the very fine 
opposition movement during the German occupation. It was this 
group of Communists, anti-Royalists and Socialists who had occu- 
pied Athens three days ahead of the British. They were “put down,” 
in effect, when the British returned. This was not accomplished 
without a brisk and bloody civil war. 

Now comes the election. It can result, unhappily, in more 
chaos. If a government is established it will have to be a dictator- 
ship of the most ruthless sort. It cannot last long without British 
support. This the British cannot long give. 

If the election is nullified and one held in which all parties 
participate, the left will win enough seats to destroy British in- 
fluence and direction in Greece. 

It is an unhappy situation at best. And that a fine, courageous 
people should be so torn in the inevitable struggle for power in 
the Middle East-Mediterranean orbit makes it the more tragic..

Transfer of ‘Brides’ 
Not One-Way Traffic 


Because of the larger numbers of wives of 
ex-GIs who are now pouring into this country 
from the lands across the sea, where our boys 

in uniform wooed and won so many fine girls, and because we, 
naturally, are most interested in these newcomers to America, we 
are apt to overlook the fact that this traveling to reunion with 
husband or with wife is not altogether one-way traffic. 

I was reminded of this through a news item the other day from 
Australia. It told of the arrival in that distant land of approxi- 
mately 200 American boys, going there either to live with the 
wives they had married there, or single boys, seeking what they 
envisaged as greater opportunity in a less-developed country. 

A few among the group traveled with their Australian brides 
who had, first, come to the United States, rejoined their husbands 
and then both had decided to cast their lot on the antipodean con- 
tinent. Australia expects thousands to follow this first group. 

Now and then, too, you hear of some young man, perhaps dis- 
appointed in the opportunities open here, who has returned to some 
other foreign shore to make his home with his wife in her native 


land. 


Good for the Future 


The entire effect of this transfer of 
young men and women from one con- 
tinent to another should be important and valuable for the future 
of the world. For such mingling of different nationalities can 


“bring about a better understanding, amongst us all, of people the 


world over. We can learn, by knowing the newcomers, wherever 
we may live, that people everywhere are, primarily, good folks. 
Very little different, if at all, from any other folks. 

And better understanding of the nationals of other lands must, 
inevitably, make easier the task of preserving peace among the 
‘nations. When one nation is more closely linked to another, by 
intermarriage and by friendship for in-laws, the chances of war 
between those nations are thereby lessened. 

All of which leads up to the thought that all of the newcomers, 
in all the lands, carry with them a larger responsibility, perhaps, 
than they fully realize. It is the responsibility of being good friends 
to their new neighbors, of demonstrating, by their own habits, their 
own contacts, their own characters, that the land from whence they 
came is a land of good people. 

Probably Georgia has, or shortly will have, welcomed a thousand 
or more foreign young women, wives of Georgians who were over- 
seas during the war. Among so many there will be, unfortunately, a 
few who will not find happiness here. 

All reports from those in position to know, however, indicate a 
splendid start by the foreign girls who have, thus far, rejoined their 
Georgia husbands and begun the making of new homes here.

Ribbentrop Testimony 
sounds Plausible 


WASHINGTON—tThe testimony of Joachim 
Von Ribbentrop at the Nuernberg trials throws 
more light on one of the two great blunders Hit- 
ler was alleged to have committed during the war. 

The first of these colossal errors was the invasion of Russia in 
1941 despite a non-aggression pact; the second and more costly was 
his declaration of war against the United States after Pearl Harbor. 

He might have survived. the first blunder, going on‘to defeat 
the Russians without our direct intervention and thus advancing 
a major step forward in his dreams of world dominion. But he 
made his second mistake. 

Considering the catastrophic consequences of his act, students 
of history have been perplexed to understand how the Fuehrer 
could have made such a grievous error, surrounded as he was by 
men who should have forewarned him of the results. 

Von Ribbentrop has now given us a plausible answer. He told 
the International Tribunal at Nuernberg that the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack was a blow the Nazis neither foresaw nor desired. 

As to the three-power pact binding Ger- 


Defensive Measure many and Italy with Japan, the former 


Nazi Foreign Minister said this was purely a ‘“‘defensive” measure. 
He had told Hitler that the pact provided that Germany need assist 
Japan “only in the event of an attack upon Japan.” 

Above all, he declared, the pact was intended “to keep the United 
States out of war.” 

In the months before Pearl Harbor he exerted every effort as 
Foreign Minister, he said, to induce Japan to attack Russia and also 
hit at Singapore or Hongkong since “the Fuehrer had instructed me 
to do everything to bring about the weakening of England.” | 

The Japs, instead, he added, did the very last thing that was de- 
sired of them. They precipitated us into the war against the Axis. 

From the haste with which Germany and Italy declared war on 
us after the Jap attack it was generally assumed that the whole 
scheme of Japanese aggression was hatched in Berlin. Our leaders 
believed that Germany pressed the Japs into action as a means of 
diverting us from giving further immediate aid to Britain and Rus- 
sia, both of whom we were already assisting through lend-lease. 

It was a flimsy thesis at best, but the only course offered. It 
seemed inconceivable that the Japs would launch on such an am- 
bitious program without the consent of and prearrangements with 
Berlin. . 

Yet it was equally inconceivable that Hitler could have com- 
mitted the colossal blunder of deliberately bringing us into the war, 
knowing or having facilities for knowing the tremendous war po- 
tential of this great nation. Apparently the only explanation was

Intercepted messages between Tokyo 
and Berlin revealed to us much earlier that plans for the Pearl Har- 
bor blow had been discussed for months. : 

But ‘accepting Von Ribbentrop’s statement at its face value, 
which it is possible to do, a different evaluation must be placed on 
the events culminating at Pearl Harbor. Japan stands out as the 
main culprit. 

The blessing to the world is that the blunder was committed, re- 
gardless of where the responsibility lies. If Japan had attacked Rus- 
sia instead of the United States and Britain, the story of the war 
might have been entirely different. 

Left out of the conflict, we still would have given liberal assist- 
ance to our later Allies, but the extent of this aid would have been 
insignificant compared to the actual contribution we made to the 
common effort after we were brought in. 

In the meantime, Russia, it seems likely, would have eventually 
fallen, and perhaps Britain, thus leaving the United States as the 
sole defender of a free world among the remaining major powers. 

Hitler would be made out nothing less than a madman not to 
prefer striking off his victims one at a time instead of having them 
pool their resources in a common struggle against him. Von Rib- 
bentrop could easily be right.

The GI Needs 
A Desk 


“I wish,” said the ex-GI, “to utter a moderate- 
ly loud squawk. I am, as you know, a lawyer 
by trade and in my business I must have a desk 

to put my feet on while I am pondering over. some complicated 
legal problem. Otherwise I am practically useless. Unfortunately, 
I do not possess such a desk. I have an office, and I have a tele- 
phone, and I have a secretary who is both intelligent and easy on 
the eye, but I do not have a desk. There was no desk in the office 
when I rented it, and the only way I can acquire a desk is by go- 
ing down and purchasing one at a store. But the only trouble 
with that is, the stores do not have a desk, and if they did have 
@ desk it would be of such flimsy construction that when I put 
my feet on it, it would cave in, and if both of these situations did 
not prevail and a sturdy desk was available, it would cost me about 
$75 to a $100, which is an outrageous price to pay for a desk. 

: “The other day, however, I learned that the gov- 
Bright Hope ernment had a great many surplus desks for sale, 
and that, since I was an ex-GI, I could obtain one of these desks, re- 
ceiving preferential consideration in making such a purchase be- 
cause of my service in the armed forces. So, rejoicing mightily 
and singing a bright roundelay, I went out to the surplus property 
warehouse and wandered about and came upon more desks than 
you ever saw assembled in one place before. There were single 
pedestiaal desks and double pedestal desks, which mean desks with 
drawers on just one side or drawers on both sides, and typewriter 
desks and swivel chairs, and rubber pads for those chairs, and rub- 
ber pads for the chair to sit on so that the rollers will not cut the 
rug, and I wandered about the place as joyful as a child that has 
been turned loose in a toy store. 

“But, I am told, I cannot haul out my bankroll and peel off 
the price of a desk. and a chair and a seat pad and a floor pad, 
and transport them to a truck and haul them away within the 
hour. I must first be certified as being eligible to purchase a desk. 
So I come back downtown and seek out the office where these 
papers are issued and am properly certified. So I rush back out 
to the warehouse to obtain my desk and there I am told that, 
though it. would be extremely simple to sell me the desk and take 
the money and let me get the heck out of there, the transaction 
could not be handled in that way. The desk must be sold through 
the catalogue. The catalogue, listing various items for sale, is 
made wp at certain intervals, listing all sorts of government goods 
that are supposedly available. But, for some reason I am not yet 
able to fathom. these desks in question may, or may not be listed 
as being for sale at the moment. And if they are listed, they are 
for sale for the first five days of the period to federal agencies, 
which Have first call on government surplus, and for the next five 
days to state and municipal agencies which have the second crack 
at them, and for the third five-day period to Gls and for the fourth 


five-day period to the public. 


; : “So all I can do is to put my application on 
File and Wait file and await my turn and when all federal 
agencies in this and surrounding areas have obtained their desks, 
and when all state and municipal agencies have obtained their 

desks, and all the Gls who have sought desks ahead of me have 
obtained their desks, then, if the desk is still listed in the cata- 
logue as being for sale, I will bé notified and can go out and get 
my desk. 7 . 

“The only unfortunate part of this system is that all this wait- 
ing around to see if anybody wants a desk takes so much time 
it is anywhere from six to 12 months before any individual appli- 
cant gets his desk, and when a man needs a desk, and needs it 
‘Dadiy, he needs it right now, and not six months from now. 

“T am sure.” said the ex-GlI, a fair-minded man, “that the gov- 
ernment is doing things in this way in order to be fair to every- 
body, and to see that nobody gets away with a desk that somebody 
else is entitled to. But the result is that the transaction gets so 
fouled wp in procedure that nobody gets a desk.

Claims and dreams of new money for the State of Georgia have 
brought forth the followimg developments in statistical discussions 
among state political and economic leaders: 


1. The expansion program ap- 
proved by the January session of 
the Legislature is not bogging 
down. but really was launched a 
few months before the solons ap- 
proved it. 

2. While the State Revenue De- 
partment announced predictions it

SEES $2,000,000 DEFICIT 

Raids started toward the state 
treasury when State Revenue 
Commissioner M. @. Thompson an- 
nounced he would collect $75,000,- 
000 this year. House Speaker Roy 
Harris, who had urged the state 
divert part of its unused — 
sion program money to pay schoo 
teachers. happily greeted this an- 
nouncerment as indication the state 
would have greater surpluses. But 
yesterday, Thompson pointed out 
he was -talking about taking in 
this much money on a “calendar 
wear basis. He said collections by

Painting- a rosy picture for 
Georgia’s financial future, Agri- 
culture Commissioner Linder de- 
clared that the Georgia Legisla- 
ture could pass an act next Jan- 
uary which would hold in Georgia 
half the money now going to Fed- 
eral income taxes. 
| This could be done by disallow- 
ing Georgians to deduct their fed- 
eral income taxes from their state 
income tax returns, Linder ex- 
plained yesterday. This would 
mean that the Georgians would 
Pay more taxes to the state gov- 
ernment. However, they would be 
able to deduct their state tax pay- 
ments from their federal income 
tax returns, and thereby would 
pass less taxes to the federal gov- 
ernment. Linder said it would 
make no difference to the individ- 
ual taxpayer, as his total state and 
federal tax bill would be virtually 
the same—or might be smaller. 


ESTIMATES VARY 


Linder originally predicted the 
state could pick up 50 percent of 
the federal income taxes Geor- 
gians pay—and they paid $418,- 
000,000 last fiscal year. Yester- 
day, however, he toned his esti- 
mate down to approximately $100,- 
000,000. He said the state could 
raise its income tax rates three or 
four times, and still not hurt the 
individual taxpayer, who would be 
deducting this money from his fed- 
eral taxes. 


While Bob Collings, head of the 
state’s income tax division, prob- 
ably favored the idea of disallow- 
ing the deduction and thereby 
bringing more revenue to the state 


instead of the federal government, 
he did not agree with Linder’s pre- 
'dictions on the results. 
| He estimated Georgia would 
pick up not $100,000,000 as Linder 
predicted, but $2,500,000. This 
would raise the present State in- 
come tax collections from approxi- 
mately $14,000,000 a year to 
$16,500,000. 

And, it would cost the indivi- 
dual taxpayer more money, Col- 
lings added. The federal govern- 
ment would not give a dollar-for- 

dollar deduction in the exchange, 
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, 'but would allow the taxpayer to 


deduct about 26 cents on each dol- 
lar (the minimum federal income 


'| tax rate is 26 per cent).

2. On March 24, the day before 
the Council met in New York for 
the first time, the new Russian 
ambassador handed Premier Gha- 
vam three notes: (a) Announcing 
evacuation would start that day 
and last five to six weeks. There 
was no mention of strings attached 
to this offer. (b) Raising the 
question of a Russian-Iranian joint 
oil company, Russia to hold 15 per- 
cent of the shares. (c) Suggest- 
ing autonomy for Azerbaijan, 
which adjoins Russia.

3. A few hours later the am- 
bassador, on the wasis of a tele- 
gram from Moscow, said the 
troops would be withdrawn as 
promised, “but on the condition 
that no unforeseen circumstances 
should occur.”

QUESTIONED BY BYRNES

ferring these disputes to the Coun- 
cil the Iranian Government is ani- 
mated by no feeling of hostility 
for the Soviet Union. It is our 
hope that thé Council will find a 
just solution which will promote 
friendly relations in the future.”

HAILEY’S RESOLUTION 

Following his indictment of City 
representatives for exhibiting an 
arbitrary attitude, he offered a 
resolution reaffirming a previous 
request that the City buy 75 ma- 
chines.

BAILEY’S SUMMARY 

Alaric R. Bailey, sales manager 
for the Automatic Voting Machine | 
Corporation, filed a summary of | 
the bids of the two bidding com- 
panies at the commission session 
showing the cost of 150 Automatic 
manual machines would be $177,- 
698.50, while the cost of the Shoup 
electric-manual combination would 
be ~ $203,606.40, a difference of| 
$25,907.90. 

Following action by the Com- 
mission, Lynn took the floor to 
defend himself against “rumors 
and implications.” He said he did 
not need “dirty dollars,” and his 
recommendation concerning the 
buying of the Automatic machine 
had been made honestly. 

“I don’t like the implications 
which have been made,” he said. 
“T am sorry things have reached 
this point. I have served the peo- 
ple of Fulton County without ask- 
ing remuneration for my services, 
and I can quit work today and 
my family and I will be cared for. 
I don’t need dirty dollars and I 
have had none. 

“A small circle of political para- 
sites is trying to dictate this pur- 
chase. It takes over 500 people to 
man the 91 voting places in a Ful- 
ton County election. Leach and I 
believe we can train workers to 
handle the Automatic machine 
easier than we can the Shoup ma- 
chine. The Automatic is cheaper 
and we believe it is better for our 
purpose. I have lived in Fulton 
County for years and my activities 
are well known. I am for the Au- 
tomatic machine because I believe 
it is the best for our use.”

He was invited to tell the listening 
audience, at that time, about the Joan Glancy Memorial Clinic, the 
only charity hospital for white and colored patients in Gwinnett 
County, money for the erection of which had been donated by his 
father-in-law, A. R. Glancy, of Detroit, Mich., who named it in mem- 
ory of his daughter. Now, almost five years later, Dick will again 
appear on the same network this evening at 9:30 o'clock to tell of 
the progress which has been made since the clinic was first jrans- 
ferred from a private residence in this small Georgia community 
to its present attractive structure and service. 

Though it was through Mr. Glancy’s generosity that the hospital 
was built, the citizens of Duluth donated the site and many wealthy 
individuals and enterprises have contributed to it during recent 
years. The little hospital, which is a white brick structure im- 
maculately kept, was dedicated in the summer of 1944. It con- 
sists of 26 rooms. There are four beds in the white ward and two 
private rooms. The colored wing boasts of two private rooms and 
a three-bed ward. Then there are the X-ray, examining, deiivery 
and waiting rooms.

. AUGUSTA, April 3—The 10th Mas- 
Tee Time Approaches ters’ Golf Tournament is coming up. 
Tt once was known as the “Augusta National Invitation Tournament.” 
But so unusual did this outstanding event of golf become in a 
short time that an original proposal by Clifford Roberts, that it 
be called the Masters, was adopted. The club 
actually was forced to adopt the name Masters 
because of a common practice of writers and 
radio announcers in using that title. 
Bob Jones, host and player par excellence, 
originally thought the title too presumptuous.. 
But so spectacular was the golf played by the 
select field of stars the name Masters’ Tourna- 
ment became a natural. 
And so it’s tee time at the Augusta 
National again after a lapse of three sea- 
sons, and there is every indication that 
the morrow will bring the greatest of 
all Masters’ Tournaments, a record-break- 
er in score and attendance. 

’ Three favorites stand out on the eve of the tournament—Ben 
Hogan, Byron Nelson and Sammy Snead. But the game of golf 
being somewhat unpredictable when the experts are making the 
shots, there is no assurance that some other golfer might not have 
four hot days and upset the calculations. 

It does seem, however, that the leader of the winter tour, 
Big Ben Hogan, the little man with the wrap-around hands 
and powerful wrists, is at the top of his game and deserving 

of the role of favorite. And it is Hogan’s burning desire 

‘to end the winter tour with his first Masters’ triumph. 

For Nelson, the Mechanical Man who has been slightly erratic 
of late, there is a chance to become the only three-time winner and, 
knowing his determination, followers are confident he'll give one 
of his best tournament performances of the season. 
No one’ within driving distance who’s interested in golf at its 
best is going to miss this one. The gallery may grow to 10,000 
or better on Sunday, when the chips will be down. 


Let us hasten to add that the size 
One Can See at Augusta of the gallery will not stampede 
players or anyone else. The chief effort of the committee is directed 
>» to gallery conveniences, as Clifford Roberts points out. 

There are stationary guards who patrol tee shot areas so that 
everyone can see the second shots played. There are big roped 
circles around the greens guaranteeing every patron against being 
blacked out. And the telephone and multiple scoreboard system 
allows everyone on the course to know what’s going on at all times. 

And to top it off, each patron is presented with a map 
of the course, making it easy to find each hole, the score- 
boards, choice gallery locations, refreshment stands and other 
conveniences. 

The Augusta National even has log benches for those 
who tire of standing. 

The net result of a lot of effort by many people, including those 
within the membership—men like Jay Monroe, Jack Ramsey, Mel 
Traylor, Charley Sabin, Fritz Byers, Bert Walker, Burt Peek and 
Bob Jones, for instance—is a new technique in tournament pro- 
cedure that has been rather widely adopted by others. 

One can SEE golf at Augusta. It isn’t always possible at 
other courses. 

The course itself is in its all-time top condition. During 
the war beef cattle roamed the course and found the flower- 
‘ing plants very tasty as a dessert... So some of the scenic 
beauty is missing. But it’s still one of the most attractive 
golfing layouts in the world. 

No one is following the azalea trail, anyway. This is one of 
golfidom’s two supreme events. The U. S. Open is the other. 


; Adding to the prominence of the Mas- 
Dudiey Back on Job ters is the host pro, Ed Dudley, who is 
serving his fifth term as President of the P. G., A.

happen, and probably will, as it has in the past. 

The pros will be shooting at double the prize money of past 
vears—$10,000—and the honor of winning a tournament coveted by 
all players. 

The larger field this time is due to a liberalized set of regulations 
governing 1946, giving the Augusta National Committee an oppor- 
tunity to favor a number of boys who had seen active service during 
the war, all nationally known golfers.

The Augusta National has a blueprint for everything but 
the winner of the famous event.

“Home of Bonded Perfect

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Two Groups Urge Extension 
Of Co-operative Farming 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
Two organizations interested in the development of agriculture 
met at the Piedmont Hotel yesterday and urged the extension of co- 
Operative principles among Southern farmers. 


One group was the Valley States 
Conference, composed of repre- 
gentatives of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, the land-grant colleges 
of the States in the TVA area and 
the Department of Agriculture. 
Charles F. Brannan, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton, spake to this group during a 
luncheon at the Henry Grady Ho- 
te). 


The other group was the Ameri- 
can Institute of Co-operation, rep- 
resented by teachers and county 
agricultural agents from the 
Southeastern States. Dr. O. C. 


Aderhold, of the Extension Serv-. 


ice of the University of Georgia, 
was the chairman of this group) 
and Dr. Frank W. Cyr, of Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, 
New York City, was the principal 
epeaker. 

CHANGES IN AGRICULTURE 


In his address to the Valley 
States Conference, Brannan, urg- 
ing greater co-operative effort 
among farmers and all the agen- 
cies striving to benefit agricul- 
ture, said Southern agriculture 
faces greater changes. Increasing 
technology in agriculture and a 
shift in production to high protein 
foods, he said, are likely to bring 
about fundamental changes in 


American agriculture, more in the | 
South than in any other section 
of the country. 


“Some of the agricultural expe- 
riences which have grown out of 
the TVA program,” he continued, 
“have thrown much light on the 
future problems of Southern agri- 
culture, |. I believe a wide- 
spread program of soil mineraliza- 


SS ee 


tion will have to be put into opera- 
tion. The change from a cellulose- 
producing agriculture to a pro- 
tein-producing agriculture is a tre- 
mendous and a complicated one. 
The things thus far learned 
in the co-operative TVA-College 
program should be able to throw 
much valuable light on problems 
of this character.” 
ADOPT RESOLUTIONS 
The Conference then adopted 
resolutions urging a _ study of 
methods to extend the influence 
of the co-operative farm organiza- 
tions now existing in the TVA 


area. 

During the Conference of the 
American Institute of Co-opera- 
tion, Mr. Cyr told of a recent sur- 
vey which indicates the farm 
leaders of the country believe the 
schools should teach a more thor- 
ough understanding of the prin- 
ciples of co-operative buying and 
selling of farm products. 

That survey, he said, showed 
farm leaders ranked soil conser- 
vation first, farm health second, 
home and family life third, and 
co-operative principles fourth. It 
was the general opinion of the 
teachers at the Conference that 
schools should pay even more at- 
tention than at present to the 
principles of farm co-operation. 

The next semi-annual confer- 
ence of the Valley States groups 
will be held this fall in Knoxville. 
During the morning session, 
Thomas Cooper was the Chalir- 
man, while during the afternoon, 
the Chairman was Dr. I. O. 
Schaub, of the North Carolina 
College of { Agriculture.
